Racino developer addresses officials, remains 
‘committed to the very important project’

The race may not be lost 
for the Village of Tinley 
Park regarding the pos- 
sible racino project at the 
Tinley Park Mental Health 
Center property. 

Rick Heidner, the devel- 
oper behind the proposed 
project who was named 
in a Chicago Tribune ar- 
ticle last month alleging 
business dealings with a 
banker connected to the 
mob, attended the Nov. 5 
Committee of the Whole 
meeting to address the Vil- 
lage of Tinley Park Board 
of Trustees. 

Heidner, along with his 
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attorney, Patrick Collins, 
disputed some of the al- 
legations made in the 7ri- 
bune article, contending 
that it “cast a false light on 
my business interests and 
personal reputation.” 

“lm here tonight be- 
cause I remain commit- 
ted to the very important 
project for Tinley Park,” 
Heidner said. “I’ve done 
business in this communi- 
ty for over a decade. I hope 
once you consider the facts 
of my life and long busi- 
ness career in Illinois, you 
would judge me on my 
character and record and 
not anews story filled with 
false innuendos.” 

Heidner described his 
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background as a lifelong 
resident of Illinois who 
“rose from humble begin- 
nings,” after his father left 
his family when he was 
just 1 year old. He said his 
mother raised two children 
by herself. 

Heidner said he has 
owned his own businesses 
for 40 years, including a 
real estate company that 
owns more than 225 build- 
ings, fuel centers and Gold 
Rush Gaming — which 
he described as the third- 
largest gaming company in 
Illinois, with 496 locations 
and 2,380 machines. 

Heidner said he current- 
ly employs more than 270 
people and that his compa- 










nies generate roughly $1.5 
million a week in individu- 
al and business taxes. 

“In my 59 years on this 
Earth, I have never given 
a public official a bribe 
or any improper benefit,” 
Heidner said. “Yes, I have 
given many campaign con- 
tributions — to democrats 
and republicans, mayors 
and governors, state sena- 
tors and representatives. 
Every one of them have 
been properly disclosed 
and is a matter of public 
record. I have never asked 
for anything in return for a 
contribution. I operate in 
the open, not in the shad- 
OWS.”

the government that I will 
cooperate fully and answer 
any question they have, 
because I have nothing to 
hide.” 

Heidner also said the 
Tribune article falsely in- 
sinuated that some of his 
business relationships 
were hidden from the Illi- 
nois Gaming Board. 

“Rest assured, that from 
the time that I have been 
in the gaming business, I 
have made accurate and 
complete disclosures to 
the gaming board and will 
continue to do so,” he said. 
“All of my licenses are in 
good standing.” 

For more than three 
years, Heidner said he has 
been working on the raci- 
no project. 

“I want to be part of the 
Illinois racing industry and 
support the harness horse- 
men, because I believe in 
the industry’s future,” he 
said. “It’s exciting and fun. 

“I also want to bring 
this economic develop- 
ment to Tinley Park and 
the surrounding area. The 
construction alone on this 
project will provide 1,000 
union construction jobs 
for two-and-a-half years. 
Once it is completed, it will 
create about 2,000 perma- 
nent jobs and an additional 
10,000 jobs throughout the 
state in the harness horse 
racing industry. 

“We will also clean up 
this contaminated, blighted 
site and turn it into some- 
thing vibrant and beautiful 
— and a place the commu- 
nity can be proud of.” 

After Heidner and his at- 
torney spoke, Trustee Di- 
ane Galante openly asked 
what the Village Board 
was going to do next in 
asking the state what its 
plans are in cleaning up 
the property now. 

“Not only did 
[Heidner’s] name _ get 
dragged through ridicu- 


lousness, but this Village 
lost out on somebody com- 
ing in and cleaning up this 
property, which is a huge 
part of this,” she said. 

She said that the Vil- 
lage’s answer to cleaning 
up the Mental Health Cen- 
ter property was the racino. 

“It’s unacceptable to 
leave the toxins on that 
property that we know 
can cause birth defects 
if it is dragged home to a 
pregnant mom,” she said. 
“This is unacceptable that 
we sit here and just leave 
that property in the middle 
of our town. It is unaccept- 
able, and we have to take 
action now.” 

Village Attorney Patrick 
Connelly said Tinley Park 
responded to the Oct. 15 
email sent by Kathleen 
M. Abbott, deputy general 
counsel with Illinois De- 
partment of Central Man- 
agement Services, more 
than a week prior to the 
Nov. 5 meeting. 

“We’ve asked to. sit 
down with them and [have 
them] explain that to us 
and what is the plan going 
forward,” he said. ““What’s 
the plan for cleanup?” 

But as of the Nov. 5 
meeting, Connelly said the 
Village had not received a 
reply back from the agency. 

During public comment, 
several residents spoke in 
support of Heidner and of 
the racino project — in- 
cluding Tim Janecyk, who 
suggested that the Village 
demand the state take ac- 
tion to clean up the site. 

“This is JB Pritzker’s 
mess now,” he said. “It’s 
JB Pritzker who - said, 
‘Hey, let’s do nothing.’” 

Janecyk also suggested 
the Village go directly to 
the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency,  by- 
passing the state EPA, in 
order to get things cleaned 
up at the site.

wait and see. But Village 
Manager David Niemeyer 
said the Village would 
still like to see the racino 
project move forward at 
the Mental Health Center 
property. 

“We haven’t changed 
our mind: We still think 
it is a positive project for 
that property,” he said af- 
ter the meeting. “We want 
it to go forward. As you 
saw tonight, Mr. Heidner 
does. We’re just hoping to 
get some answers from the 
state.” 

Niemeyer said he hopes 
to receive a positive re- 
sponse back from CMS 
soon. 

“We’ve been discussing 
and negotiating with them 
in good faith for a number 
of months, so it is obvi- 
ously perplexing why that 
happened,” he said of the 
Oct. 15 letter stating the 
agency would not sell the 
land to the Village. 

Niemeyer also said the 
Village understands the 
concerns of the residents 
regarding the environmen- 
tal problems with the site. 

“It’s certainly been a 
concern of the Village 
Board and the staff,’ he 
said. “That’s obviously 
one of the things that made 
Mr. Heidner’s proposal so 
good for the state and for 
the Village — he was go- 
ing to clean it all up. While 
this appears to be on hold 
right now, we’re certain- 
ly hearing the residents’ 
complaints and we’re hav- 
ing discussions with some 
experts in the field about 
what we can do. 

“We understand [the 
residents’] concerns. The 
Heidner proposal would 
resolve those issues. At 
this point, until we get an 
answer on the Heidner 
proposal, we’ll have to see 
what the state does. But 
we're certainly looking 
at all options in terms of 
the issue with some of the 
resident concerns we got 
tonight.”

Tinley girl makes movie debut in locally produced horror film 


‘Girl on the Third 
Floor’ shot in 
Frankfort

About six months after 
giving birth to her daugh- 
ter, Eileah, and hearing 
scores of compliments 
about the little girl’s cute 
qualities, Tinley Park 
mother Stephanie Pyrzyn- 
ski started exploring acting 
roles for the newborn. 

Surprisingly, she almost 
instantly found one in 
Frankfort. The unplanned, 
exhilarating brush with 
show business taught the 
family a bit about the in- 
dustry and a lot about a 
historic, allegedly haunted 


Frankfort home that in- 
spired and served as the set 
for the movie, “Girl on the 
Third Floor.” 

“I was just playing 
around with the idea, won- 
dering, ‘How do kids wind 
up in commercials?’” said 
Pyrzynski, who along with 
her husband, Geoffrey 
Pyrzynski, who operates 
Geoffresh Productions, a 
Tinley Park-based digital 
marketing firm. 

It was fall 2018 and 
Pyrzynski, who had started 
interacting with a casting 
agency through Facebook, 
quickly learned about the 
Frankfort shoot. The Dark 
Sky Films division of Or- 
land Park-based MPI Me- 
dia Group is the distribu- 
tor of “Girl on the Third 
Floor,’ which stars for- 
mer professional wrestler 


and Lockport native Phil 
Brooks, aka CM Punk. 

“T thought, ‘Oh my 
gosh, that’s so close,’” 
Pyrzynski said, explaining 
most opportunities she saw 
were in Chicago. “So I fig- 
ured, ‘Let me see what we 
can do.’” 

The mother-daughter 
duo sprang into action, 
promptly meeting a film 
representative, signing the 
requisite documents and 
showing up to the set the 


following day. 
“Girl” tells the tale of 
Brooks’ character, Don 


Koch, renovating a subur- 
ban home while his preg- 
nant wife, Liz Koch (Tri- 
este Kelly Dunn), stays at 
an apartment in the city. 
Local legend has it that 
the Frankfort residence 
where the film was shot, 


near the intersection of 
Sauk Trail and Center 
Road, is haunted by the 
ghosts of two young girls 
who died there decades 
ago. 

The ghosts play a sinis- 
ter role in “Third Floor,” 
tempting Brooks into bad 
behavior and _ ultimately 
leading to his demise. One 
of the ghosts is known to 
sit and dangle her feet 
from a third-floor window, 
hence the movie’s title. 

Eileah, now 19-months- 
old, plays the role of the 
couple’s child. 

“The shoot was just one 
day, and Eileah’s scene is 
at the very end,” Pyrzynski 
said. 

Eileah’s _ brief-but-im- 
portant appearance in the 
film was, in fact, captured 
in a matter of minutes. 


“The director got it in 
one take,” Pyrzynski said, 
explaining a second take 
was recorded, just in case. 
“He kneeled down in a 
praying position near the 
crib where she was laying 
and was just like, ‘Thank 
you. Thank you. That’s 
it!” 

The role required little 
of Eileah beyond laying, 
smiling and looking in cer- 
tain directions — no issue 
for the well-behaved little 
girl, said Pyrzynski, who 
watched over the filming 
from an adjoining room. 

“She didn’t cry, she paid 
attention to the things they 
wanted,” she said. “It was 
just very cool.” 

Phil Bogdan, an assis- 
tant director of the horror 
flick, served as the Pyrzyn- 
skis liaison that day. 


A veteran of the Chica- 
go-area cinematic scene, 
Bogdan said the Frankfort 
community embraced the 
film crew, with neighbors 
stopping by frequently to 
tell stories about the home. 

“Everyone in Frankfort 
seems to know someone 
who was a neighbor [of 
the house], or knew some- 
one who knew someone,” 
Bogdan said. “You do feel 
kind of weird in it.” 


Pyrzynski — concurred, 
describing the building as 
“creepy.” 

“Girl on the Third 


Floor,” directed by Travis 
Stevens, made its world 
premier in March at the 
South by Southwest fes- 
tival in Austin, Texas. It 
traveled to additional fests

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Local Scouts collect goods tor 
one of area's largest food drives 


Scouts include 
residents of Tinley

Residents of Tinley 
Park, Frankfort Square 
and Mokena had an op- 
portunity to participate in 
one of the area’s largest 
food drives with the an- 
nual Scouting for Food 
effort. Four Boy Scout 
troops, five Cub Scout 
troops and numerous Girl 
Scouts participated in 
the collection that gath- 
ered upwards of 30,000 
pounds of goods for To- 
gether We Cope and the 
Frankfort Food Pantry 
every year. 

Scouts canvassed the 
area Nov. 2, dropping 
off bags on doorsteps 
throughout the towns and 
parts of Frankfort. They 
returned Sunday, Nov. 
10, to pick up donations 
and proceed to Lincoln- 
Way North High School, 
where a mass sorting ef- 
fort took place. 

“It just says a lot about 
the community to see the 
overwhelming generos- 
ity,’ said Rich McCul- 
ly, an adult leader with 
Frankfort Square’s Troop 
237 and district com- 
missioner with Rainbow 
Council, which encom- 
passes troops throughout 
the region. “We live in a 
great area but there’s still 
a lot of people hurting 
and we sometimes take 
that for granted.” 

Troop 237, which draws 
boys from several com- 
munities, got involved 
with Scouting for Food, 


a nationwide Scouting 
tradition, eight years ago, 
McCully said. They pair 
up with Troops 40 (Mo- 
kena), 725 (Mokena), 
732 (Frankfort Square) 
as well as Cub Scout 
troops 39 (Mokena), 101 
(Frankfort Square), 237 
(Frankfort Square), 398 
(Tinley Park), 442 (Tin- 
ley Park). Girl Scouts, 
especially siblings of the 
boys involved, are known 
to pitch in as well. 

The collection area 
runs roughly from Lin- 
coln Highway to 18lst 
Street and Harlem Av- 
enue to Wolf Road. The 
Scouts use fire maps to 
divvy up their routes. 

McCully, a former 
Scoutmaster with 237, 
said the troop started 
its Scouting for Food 
collection after he no- 
ticed it in other towns 
and wondered why it 
wasn’t being done _ lo- 
cally. Unsure of what the 
response would be, the 
Scouts expected to gather 
2,000 or so pounds their 
first year. They got 10 
times that amount. 

“It just blew our doors 
away and it’s been grow- 
ing ever since,” McCully 
said. “A lot of people 
have put a lot of time and 
effort into it, especially 
the kids.” 

The drive teaches 
Scouts important lessons 
about caring for their 
community and helping 
those in need, he said. 
Many of the area’s resi- 
dents experiencing hun- 
ger are elderly, he said, 
burdened with expensive 
medications or _ priori- 
tizing feeding pets over 


themselves. Roughly 63 
percent of the individuals 
served by the Frankfort 
pantry are senior citizens, 
and the figure is growing, 
McCully said. 

Tony Roman, the pan- 
try manager at Together 
We Cope, said the goods 
collected through Scout- 
ing for Food lasts the Tin- 
ley Park nonprofit several 
months. 

“It really helps fill 
our stock of the basic 
and standard items we 
need every day,” he said. 
“And that allows me to 
spend money on_ other 
items our clients need. 
Collaborating with the 
Scouts and young people 
is fantastic for our orga- 
nization and the Scouts 
themselves.” 

Roman noted Scouts 
also help Together We 
Cope over the course of 
the year through other 
activities and smaller col- 
lections. 

At Lincoln-Way North, 
the goods were sorted by 
date and category. Ex- 
pired items inevitably 
wind up in each year’s 
collection. One year’s 
haul included bread 
crumbs from the 1970s, 
McCully said. 

“One thing you learn 
doing this is that there 
are hundreds of kinds of 
beans,” he said with a 
laugh. 

Recent collections 
have eclipsed the 30,000 
and even 35,000-pound 
mark, he said. 

“It’s really important 
— and_ heart-warming 
— to see our community 
step up in this way,” he 
said.

stranger’s life 

After saving the life of 
a stranger who was in car- 
diac arrest on a Swallow 
Cliff Woods trail, Thomas 
O’Brien, of Orland Park, 
is raising awareness on the 
importance of being CPR 
certified. 

Just over a year ago, on 
Sept. 14, 2018, Thomas 
and his wife, Deb, went 
running on the Swallow 
Cliff Woods trail at a time 
they typically do not run. 
During the run, Deb got 
ahead of him. As Thomas 
was running, he noticed a 
man, who would later be 
identified as Denis Fell- 
mann, also of Orland Park, 
lying face down on the 
trail. 

“There was a man ly- 
ing face down on the trail, 
and he wasn’t moving at 
all, so I flipped him over,” 
Thomas said. “He wasn’t 
breathing and his eyes 
weren’t open. He was in 


big trouble.” 
After rolling him 
over, Thomas immedi- 


ately performed CPR. 
Realizing the severity of 
the situation, Thomas di- 
aled 911, and soon first 
responders arrived and 
transported Fellmann to 
the hospital. 

Fellmann survived, 
thanks in large part to 
Thomas’ quick actions. 

Since Denis went into 
cardiac arrest, Thomas has 
realized how important it

Tinley attracts hundreds to show off facial masterpieces

If it seemed like there 
was an influx of musta- 
chioed men in the area this 
past weekend, that’s be- 
cause there were. 

More than 200 of them, 
along with hundreds more 
spectators, flooded Tinley 
Park for the 2019 Nation- 
al Beard and Moustache 
Championships _ Present- 
ed by Remington Beard 
Boss, which was held at 
350 Brewing Co.’s Insan- 
ity Factory from Thursday, 
Nov. 8, through Sunday, 
Nov. 10. 

The National Beard and 
Moustache Champion- 
ships have been traveling 
the country for a decade 
and always takes place in 
cities located just outside 
of major hubs such as Chi- 
cago. 

“We try to choose cit- 
ies that have a lot of in- 
frastructure and are close 
to a big city,” said Taylor 
Welden, vice president of 
Beard Team USA and the 
National Beard Champi- 
onships. “We came here a 
few times, and the Cham- 
ber showed us everything 
Tinley Park has to offer, 
and we thought it’d be per- 
fect.” 

Todd Randall, owner 
of 350 Brewing Co., was 
honored to have been 
asked to host the national 
event at the Insanity Fac- 
tory, and represent Tinley 
Park to hundreds of visi- 
tors. 

“They reached out to 
us and from seeing what 
we’ve done with our 350 
Fest and we have this new 
building — it’s the perfect 
setting for something like 
this. They loved the space, 
and so far, it’s going great. 

“We’ve been using this 


space for events, and Tin- 
ley Park has been great 
working with us,” Randall 
added. “We hope to keep 
doing things like this and 
bringing events to Tinley 
Park and help the other lo- 
cal businesses in the area.” 

Each year, the National 
Beard and Moustache 
Championships _ benefits 
several charities. This year, 
PAWS of Tinley Park, Tin- 
ley Park’s Together We 
Cope, and Marengo’s Os- 
car Mike were the benefi- 
ciaries. 

The core of the event 
took place Saturday, with 
hundreds of people don- 
ning moustaches and 
beards along with clever 
costumes aligned with 
their facial hair packing 
into 350 Brewery’s Insan- 
ity Factory to for the com- 
petition. 

The competition includ- 
ed more than 50 catego- 
ries, from Best Handlebar 
Moustache to Best Full 
Beard by length, as well as 
craft categories, in which 
individuals craft mock 
beards and moustaches 
from everyday materials 
or their own head hair. 

Among the hundreds of 
competitors were several 
from the Chicago area, 
who were happy to be 
competing close to home. 
Chicago resident Brent 
Baker only recently began 
competing. 

“I’ve been growing this 
for two years, so when I 
found out about [the cham- 
pionships], and it’s for a 
good cause and not too far 
away, I had to come com- 
pete,” he said. “It’s a really 
great event.” 

Tim Crawford, also of 
Chicago, went to his first 
competition in 2017 when 
he lived in Houston, Texas.

Holding on to this passion 
after his move to Chicago, 
Crawford was excited for 
the opportunity to compete 
again at the champion- 
ships. 

“I moved to Chicago, 
and when I found out the 
championships were going 
to be in Tinley Park, I had 
to compete again,” he said. 

The national champi- 
onships also drew people 
from all around the coun- 
try. Al “Vegan Al” Eckert, 
from Allentown, Penn- 
sylvania, said he travels 
around the world compet- 
ing in these competitions. 

Like his peers, Eckert 
dresses in costume, but 
he’s chosen to use it as 
an opportunity to make 
a statement. Eckert wore 
a black pleather tank top 
with a matching mini skirt, 
heeled boots and cat ears 
on his head. 

“I dress this way to try to 
give people the chance to 
express themselves. I’Il do 
it first and hope it will in- 
spire them to feel comfort- 


able being themselves,” he 
said. 

Eckert said he competes 
in the competitions as a 
form of self-expression, in 
a way that allows him to 
connect with other people 
and help charities. 

“It’s self-expression for 
me, and the community. 
People here are so nice,” 
he said. “It also gives me 
a chance to travel. ... plus, 
it’s a charity.” 

But others flew in just 
for the opportunity to 
spectate and be a part of 
the event in any way. 

“We flew up here from 
Dallas, Texas, just to come 
to this for my birthday,” 
said Zach Rossmann, who 
brought along nine of his 
family members. “I knew 
I wanted to come to Chi- 
cago for the pizza and beer 
for my 30th birthday, but 
then I saw this beard and 
moustache competition on 
Facebook on the 8th and 
Oth, and I’m like this is it, 
this is what I want to do.” 

Rossmann, who could

hardly contain his excite- 
ment, said he plans to 
compete next year, but 
needed more time to get 
his beard ready. 

“This is my thing, and

“I didn’t 
realize the beard commu- 
nity had this kind of a fol- 
lowing, and you get here 
and there’s so many cool 
people. Next year, I will 
compete for sure.”

Tinley dentist leads Real Men Wear Pink fundraising campaign in the southern suburbs

Whether breast cancer, 
prostate cancer, lung can- 
cer, or any other type of 
cancers, today, nearly ev- 
eryone has been impacted 
by cancer in one way or 
another. For Dr. Ralph 
Ginn, dentist at Tinley 
Park’s My Care Dental, 
cancer has been a part of 
his life in many ways. 

Every day he looks for 
oral cancers while examin- 
ing his patients, and, like 
many others, he’s been 
called on to support loved 
ones who received the di- 
agnosis. In fact, several 
members of his team at My 
Care Dental have faced 
breast cancer, and one re- 
cently began her journey. 

“I had a dental assis- 
tant of about six or seven 
years who had lost her life 


to breast cancer, my sis- 
ter had breast cancer, my 
dad died of lung cancer, 
my wife’s family had can- 
cer, and we had just gone 
through another one of our 
hygienists getting diag- 
nosed,” he said. ““Because 
we’re such a close-knit 
family in our office, I said 
we have to do something, 
not just for her, but to help 
everyone. We’ve got to 
bring some awareness to 
this whole thing.” 
Although he spends a lot 
of time educating people 
about oral cancers, Ginn 
knew he could do more. 
Then last year, a long-time 
patient educated him about 
the American Cancer Soci- 
ety’s Real Men Wear Pink 
campaign, which happens 
every year during Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month. 
“TOne of my patients] 
came in one day with pink 


on, and he’s a macho guy, 
so I asked why he was 
wearing pink. He told me, 
and I’ve known this patient 
for more than 30 years, 
and he doesn’t get in- 
volved unless he can make 
a difference. He doesn’t do 
it for himself, he does it for 
the cause. And I said that 
really strikes home with 
me,” Ginn said. “So, I do- 
nated to his site, and told 
him to get a hold of me 
about it the next year.” 

Throughout the month 
of October, men who par- 
ticipate in the Real Men 
Wear Pink campaign 
commit to wear pink ev- 
ery day of the month and 
raise $2,500 to support the 
American Cancer Society 
and its programs. 

“Real Men Wear Pink 
is in its fourth year in Il- 
linois. It’s what we call 
a leaderboard campaign, 
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and was born of the idea 
that we know men want 
to help, but they don’t 
often walk, so this helps 
give them the opportunity 
to contribute,” said Heidi 
Gonzalez, senior commu- 
nity development manager 
for American Cancer Soci- 
ety North Central Region. 
“The guys who are a part 
of the campaign either vol- 
unteered, were nominated, 
or have been ‘volun-told.’ 
It’s usually guys who have 
a good online presence or 
are leaders in their com- 
munities.” 

This year, the South 
Suburban campaign has 
a goal to raise a total of 
$50,000. As of press time, 
the 26 participants have 
raised $41,168, with Ginn 
leading the pack, raising 
just under $5,000 himself. 

The South Suburban 
Real Men Wear Pink 
campaign for the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society will 
continue to collect funds 
through the end of the year 
at its website. 

“Our goal is to raise 
$50,000, and we’ve come 
a long way, but we have 
a ways to go,” Gonzalez 
said. “They’re all such 
good sports and they’ve 
all gotten into the spirit. 
I sound like a mom, but 
I’m so very proud of what 
they’ve accomplished and 
will accomplish.” 

Ginn said that he prefers 
to support locally, giving 
and donating time to orga- 
nizations that help those in 
Tinley Park. 

“IT made sure that this 
money stays close to Tin- 
ley Park and helps families 
in Tinley Park, because I 
truthfully believe that if 
you help your neighbor 
next to you and hold their 
hand, it’s a stronger bond 
and it goes on and on from 
there,” he said. 

After learning about the 
Real Men Wear Pink cam- 


paign, Ginn was eager to 
get involved and spread 
the word. Then, upon at- 
tending the Reveal Party, 
which kicked off the fund- 
raiser campaign, Ginn was 
all in. 

Just as important as fun- 
draising can be for any 
non-profit organization 1s 
spreading the word and 
inspiring others to get in- 
volved and share the sup- 
port systems that are avail- 
able to cancer patients and 
their families. 

“T heard all these stories 
and met these brave wom- 
en who had gone through 
the surgery, chemo and 
radiation, and have gone 
through to tell their stories 
to help other people,” he 
said. “It truthfully was one 
of those ‘aha’ moments. 
... 90, to see these people, 
we know that we can’t 
go through life worrying 
about paying bills and 
property taxes and worry- 
ing about what we see on 
the news, but we really can 
make a difference.” 

In fact, Ginn and his staff 
at My Care Dental hosted 
a Real Men Wear Pink 
fundraising event to help 
his fundraising efforts for 
the campaign and spread 
the word about the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society. More 
than 50 people crammed 
into the small dental office 
to hear Ginn tell them why 
they were there. 

“If you can talk from the 
heart, it means so much 
more than asking someone 
for $5,” he said. ““We had 
a fundraiser event where 
I spray painted my hair 
pink, ... and to go ahead 
and to do that is just more 
than spraying your hair 
pink and fundraising. That 
was cool, but when those 
people came and I took 
five minutes to talk, some 
people would cry some 
people were laughing and 
some people just opened

their eyes for the first time 
to this. ... For one second 
there, those 50 or 60 peo- 
ple had one thing on their 
mind, and it wasn’t me 
with pink hair, it wasn’t a 
person suffering from can- 
cer, it was how they could 
help everybody suffering 
from cancer. It didn’t have 
a name. It didn’t have a 
face to it. It was the most 
unbelievable thing I’ve 
gone through in a long 
time.” 

Although Ginn is proud 
to be leading the pack, he 
said that the effort could 
not be done alone. 

Ginn said that he hopes 
the awareness and inspira- 
tion he’s spread this year 
will trickle down to oth- 
ers and encourage them to 
get involved in the coming 
years. 
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Speech-lanquage pathologist develops 
garden to help enhance students’ needs

Roughly 11 weeks ago, 
Jessica Bogacz was hired 
to Tinley Park High School 
as a speech-language pa- 
thologist. When Bogacz 
first met with her students, 
she asked students a vari- 
ety of questions to under- 
stand their goals, struggles, 
and how they preferred 
to learn. She also asked 
some basic questions to 
get to know students, such 
as what were the type of 
things they enjoyed doing 
in their free time. Bogacz 
learned that the major- 
ity of her students liked 
to be outside, struggled 
with vocabulary, and said 
they learned better through 
hands-on activities. 

In listening to her stu- 
dents’ needs, Bogacz de- 
cided to develop a garden- 
ing unit to help enhance 
and promote students’ ex- 
pressive and receptive lan- 
guage skills. 

She first sought out the 
administrative aid of Tin- 
ley Park High School As- 
sociate Principal Randy 
Couwenhoven to secure 
access to a _ courtyard 
where students could help 
plant a small garden. She 
then contacted Ron Ba- 
novich and Bill Stearns 
of the Tinley Park main- 
tenance department who 
helped her to locate tools 
for the program. 

Upon talking about this 
idea with Stearns, he rec- 
ommended that she reach 
out to Ted’s Greenhouse 
in Tinley Park because the 
owners had children who 
went through Tinley Park 
High School. Almost im- 
mediately, Ted’s generous- 
ly agreed to donate plants 
along with some _ other 
planting supplies. Thus,

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the program was created 
and students immediately 
began to take part in the 
process by planting fall 
mums in the open space. 

The unit benefits both 
the students, by targeting 
key academic and commu- 
nication skills like seman- 
tics, vocabulary develop- 
ment, utilizing context 
clues to define unfamiliar 
words, and all of Tinley 
Park High by beautifying 
the courtyard. 

Students who do not 
want to actively partake in 
gardening, can also work 
on the project by helping 
Bogacz plan what should 
be planted in the garden 
next, what kind of mulch 
should be used, when the 
plants should be watered, 
and other strategic plan- 
ning items. 

Bogacz says students in- 
volved in the planning pro- 
cess have already figured 
out an issue they may have 
in the future which is wa- 
ter reclamation. Because 
there is not an easy source 
of water near the garden, 
students and Bogacz are 
working with Stearns to 
obtain a rain barrel to help 
solve this potential prob- 
lem. 

While 


Bogacz some- 


times gardens as a hobby, 
she claims that she is “not 
an expert by any means” 
and said, “I didn’t cre- 
ate the program around 
my own knowledge and 
skills. I just thought it was 
a great topic knowing their 
goals, that it needed to be a 
hands-on activity, and that 
the space was available.” 

Students spend time 
with Bogacz based on 
their needs. At a minimum, 
most of Bogacz’s students 
will spend roughly 30 min- 
utes a week with her. 

“The goal is to increase 
motivation while building 
on language skills,” says 
Bogacz. “This program 
will allow my students to 
strengthen comprehension 
and synchronization skills 
in a fun and interactive 
way.” 

Bogacz said that the pro- 
gram will continue into the 
spring. She also hopes a 
future project will include 
planting herbs and possibly 
utilizing the greenhouse in 
the main Tinley Park High 
School courtyard to start 
some plants as seeds. Herbs 
grown could then be used 
for cross-content lessons 
with the Family and Con- 
sumer Science Department 
for cooking lessons.

Trio of friends collaborate 
to open Tavern in the Glen 


Homer bar and 
restaurant strives 
to be a comfortable 
neighborhood spot

Three friends spoke in- 
creasingly in recent years 
of realizing their dream to 
open a pub together. 

These buddies — Jeff 
Wood, Kevin Connolly 
and Greg Stefanon — 
found the right spot to 
make that goal a reality, 
opening Tavern in the Glen 
on Aug. 30 in Homer Glen.

‘Gritty and passionate’ season ends in the Sweet 16

Sandburg, Benet Acad- 
emy, Marist and Mother 
McAuley.

The sixth-seeded Thun- 
derbolts punched _ their 
ticket to the sectional fi- 
nal — also known as the 
Sweet 16 — with a 25-21, 
21-25, 25-22 victory over 
third-seeded Homewood- 
Flossmoor, on Nov. 4 in 
the Sandburg Sectional 
semifinals. It was the first 
time the T-Bolts were in 
the Sweet 16 since 2003. 
That came five days after 
upsetting second-seeded 
Lincoln-Way East, 25-20, 
19-25, 25-21 to win the 
Andrew Regional. That 
was the Bolts’ first region- 
al crown since 2006. 

The fantastic season 
came to an end on Nov. 6 
with a 25-17, 25-17 loss 
to top-seeded Sandburg in 
front of a crowd of more 
than 1,000 fans. 

During the regular sea- 
son, Andrew had lost 
matches to East and H-F. 

The Sandburg loss was a 
punch in the gut for the T- 
Bolts (26-11) but it did not 
diminish the accomplish- 
ments during the season. 

The two wins that helped 
lead Andrew to the Sweet 
16 were memorable. Abby 
Kiaupa had 19 kills and 
North Carolina Wilming- 
ton recruit Brianna Hag- 
gerty added 16 in the East 


shocker. Haggerty added 
23 kills and 25 digs in the 
H-F stunner and Keri Her- 
man added 10 kills. 
““Home-court advan- 
tage played a big role in 
[the East win], Andrew 
coach Emily Connolly 
said. “That helped keep 
our confidence up. We 
played absolutely unreal 
the previous two matches. 
We were the underdogs. 
We took that into account. 
I told them ‘no pressure is 
on you. The pressure is on 
the other team. You guys 
play like you know how 
and we can beat anyone.’ 
“Unfortunately [against 
Sandburg], we did not 
come out and play our best 
volleyball. Sandburg put a 
ton of pressure on us. They 
were running their mid- 
dles and running a really 
fast offense and we just 
couldn’t keep up.” 
Andrew kept up with a 
lot of teams this season. 
The Bolts opened the 
season winning four 
matches against St. Lau- 
rence, Morris, Oak Lawn 
and Richards before suf- 


fering their first loss 
against perennial power 
Marian Catholic. 


The Bolts started to get 
people to take notice with 
a second-place finish at the 
Mother McAuley Invite. 
Winning that tournament 
would have garnered a bid 
into McAuley’s ASICS 
Challenge, which features 
some of the top state and 
national teams. Speaking 
of McAuley, the T-Bolts 
went face-to-face with 
the Mighty Macs at the 
Rich East tournament and 
dropped a 26-24, 25-17 
decision. It was a loss, but 
it showed the Bolts could 
compete with an elite 
squad.
